WASHINGTON — President Clinton made an 
extraordinary and impassioned defense of his wife 
against any suggestion of wrongdoing in the 
Whitewater affair Monday. Defending himself, he 
declared, “There is no credible charge that I violat- 
ed any law.” 

Amid news accounts that Hillary Rodham Clinton 
had ordered the shredding of documents at an 
Arkansas law firm, Clinton said, “I have never 
known a person with a stronger sense of right and 
wrong in my life.” 

“And I do not believe for a moment that she has 
done anything wrong,” he said. f 

Clinton vowed, “There will not be a coverup, 
there will not be an abuse of power in this office.” 

White House staff were ordered to scour trash 
cans, burn bags and files for subpoenaed paperwork 
‘and computer files possibly related to the investiga- 
tion by a special prosecutor, Robert Fiske. 

The president and first lady agreed that their per- 
sonal files were covered by the subpoena, aides 
said. 

Mrs. Clinton told “Elle” magazine that much 
recent criticism was based on “the wildest:.kind of 
paranoid conspiracies.” 

In an interview, she said, “This is a well-orga- 
nized and well-financed attempt to undermine my 
husband, and by extension, myself, by people who 
have a different political agenda or have another

personal and financial reason for attacking us.” 

Clinton said he had been unaware of two White 
House meetings where his advisers discussed the 
Whitewater investigation with federal regulators. 

He acknowledged being informed last October 
that the Resolution Trust Corp. was investigating 
whether his gubernatorial campaign had received 
improper donations from a Little Rock savings and 
loan. He was hazy about the details. 

“I don’t remember when I knew about it or who 
told me about it, but it was just sort of presented as 
a fact, a decision that had been made by the govern- 
ment,” the president said. “And J didn’t think much 
about it at the time. It was just something that I 
absorbed.” 

Attorney General Janet Reno rejected a 
Republican request to suspend Webster Hubbell, an 
associate attorney general and Clinton confidante, 
until questions are resolved about his involvement 


in Whitewater. Reno said there was no basis for’ 
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pene Hubbell. 

Republicans pressed for congressional hearings 
into Whitewater. “If there’s. been no wrongdoing,” 
Senate Minority Leader Bob Dole, R-Kan., said, 
“there should be nothing to hide.” 

Fiske said in a letter that congressional hearings 
into Whitewater “would pose a severe risk to the 
integrity of our investigation.” 

He said there would be a danger if witnesses were 
granted congressional immunity and if premature 
disclosures caused witnesses to alter their future 
testimony. 

The letter was sent to House Banking Committee 
Chairman Donald W. Riegle Jr., D-Mich., and the 
ranking Republican, Alfonse D’Amato of New 
York. D’Amato asked Fiske for a meeting to dis- 
cuss the matter. 

Clinton went on the offensive, accusing 
Republicans of “blatantly partisan” tactics to focus 
on Whitewater to derail his legislative agenda. 

“The American people will be outraged if anv- 
body uses this as an excuse not to keep going and 
doing the people’s business,” the president said. 

Clinton said the White House staff had been 
ordered to comply fully in the federal investigation. 
He said he would soon replace Nussbaum ‘with an 
attorney of “unquestioned integrity” in order “to 
inspire confidence in me ... that we are going the 
extra mile, not only in this case but in all cases, to 
deal with all matters in an appropriate way.”

Utah politicians strategically plan 
campaigns to attract BYU voters

Editor’s Note: The following is the 
first of a three-part series examining 
the effect the BYU community has on 
the city of Provo. Today’s segment 


explores the political role BYU plays 


in the community. 

As Utah’s politicians struggle for 
leverage early in the campaign sea- 
son, they court a voting bloc that has 


increased in importance — BYU vot- 


ers. 

“It’s a significant bloc of voters that 
I don’t take lightly and I plan to be 
aggressively courting,” said Gary 
Herbert, Utah County commissioner 
and congressional candidate i in the 3rd 
District. 

BYU voters appeal to candidates 
because .of their concentration and 
level of activism. BYU campus and 
the eight surrounding voting districts 
(including off-campus housing) 
account for 13,942 registered Utah 
voters, 9,170 of whom voted in the 


1992 election. Candidates and staff 


for the 3rd District seat said those 
votes would make the difference in 
the November elections. 

“Tf you look at the results in the gen- 
eral elections, the University has

Charlie Evans, Sen. Orrin Hatch’s 
campaign manager, said Hatch’s cam- 
paign will reflect BYU students’ 
interest in the national economy. 

“Students are most interested in the 
economy,” Evans said. “A graduating 
student is wondering if there’s going 
to be a job when he graduates.” 

Students who find themselves the 
target of campaigning this year may 
find themselves campaigning, too. 
That is another reason candidates plan 
to court BYU students. 

“Students tend to be activists and 
can be volunteers on the campaign,” 
Evans said. “We look to BYU not 
only to turn votes out but to help build 
a grass roots organization. The uni- 
versity students are vital.”

said. 

Herbert said he targets BYU stu- 
dents, in part, to encourage them to 
get involved in politics. 

“T’m a strong believer in bringing 
the young people to our side,” Herbert 
said. “Naturally, that’s where the 
future is.” 

Politicians plan to campaign first to , 
those of their party affiliation. 

“In this state you-preach to the 
choir,” Evans said. “The first thing 
you have to do is make sure the 
Republicans vote for you, then the 
independents and then you can worry 
about the Democrats.” 

Wilson said Orton will follow the 
same strategy with the Democrats on 
campus. 

Orton’s campaign on campus is 
especially instrumental in his overall 
success, Wilson said. 

Orton himself has pointed out that 
the BYU community was the only 
voting area in which -he did not win 
the majority of votes in the 1992 elec- 
tion against Republican Richard 
Harrington. He won 33 percent of the 
BYU area vote in the race. 

Specific plans for each candidate to 
visit campus are in the works. 

Another reason the candidates will 
visit campus may be for nostalgia — 
Hatch, Orton and Herbert each atténd- 
ed BYU. 
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FBI finds Trade Center bombing accomplice 


NEW YORK — The accused mastermind of a plot to bomb New York land- 
marks offered a place to stay overseas to a suspected bomber fleeing the coun- 
try after the World Trade Center explosion, an FBI informant’s taped conversa- 
tions show. 

Siddig Ibrahim Siddig Ali’s defense lawyer tried to discount what his client 
said in the secretly taped conversations, saying he was just bragging. 

Prosecutors will use the tape transcripts to support their assertion that the 
Trade Center bombing was part of the larger, foiled terrorism conspiracy. 

Fifteen men face trial in September on charges they plotted to. blow up the 
United Nations, the FBI’s New York headquarters and two tunnels and a bridge 
in the city. Assassinations and kidnappings also were part of the alleged terror 
spree against the U.S. government. 

The transcripts of the tapes quote the alleged ringleader, Siddig Ali, as saying 
he had tried to arrange safe refuge,overseas for Mahmud Abouhalima, one of 
the men convicted last week in the Trade Center attack. 

' In another conversation, according to the transcripts, Siddig Ali told the infor- 
mant that more than one person had carried out the Trade Center bombing. 


Takeover reflects ongoing military cuts 


NEW YORK — Martin Marietta Corp. agreed to buy Grumman Corp. for 
$1.9 billion Monday, the latest defense-industry takeover to reflect the mili- 
tary’s vastly reduced spending. 

The deal would wrap up a Martin Marietta shopping spree that doubled the 
company’s size in the past year. . 

It also would end Grumman’s independence after a slide from pre-eminence 
as the chief maker of Navy warplanes, including the F-14 fighter jet that Tom 
Cruise flew in the movie “Fop Gun.” 

With less federal money being spent on jet fighters, tanks and helicopters, the 
companies that make weapons and the sophisticated electronics behind ae guns 
have been either buying competitors or retrenching. ° 


Ruling protects parody from copyright suits 


WASHINGTON — The Supreme Court gave the satirical art of parody more 
protection against copyright law yesterday, a ruling that may let the group 2 
Live Crew beat the rap of ripping off the rock classic. “Oh, Pretty Woman.” 

Parodies that poke fun at an original work can be considered “fair use” that 
doesn’t require permission from the copyright holder, the court ruled unani- 
mously. 

“Like less ostensibly humorous forms of criticism, (parody) can provide 
social benefit, by shedding light on an earlier work, and, in the process, creat- 
ing a new one,” Justice David H. Souter wrote for the court. 

The 2 Live Crew parody uses the hit’s music and some lyrics. Then it shifts to 
“big hairy woman,” “bald-headed woman” and “two-timin’ woman.” 

The ruling is “a great victory for free speech and funny people,” said William 
C. Lane, an attorney for satirist Mark Russell. 


Safety becoming a concern for librarians 


SPOKANE, Wash. — Librarians are becoming more concerned about their 
. safety after several recent shootings, but don’t want to turn their buildings into 
fortresses, a national executive says. 

“If somebody goes off the.deep end, they don’t respect the building and they 
don’t respect the individual,” said George Needham, an American Library 
Association executive. “The library is not immune from this any more than 
McDonald’s or the Post Office.” 

A man who took 10 hostages and threatened to kill them in a Salt Lake pub- 
lic library was shot and killed Saturday by a plainclothes officer. Last April, 
two reference librarians were shot to death by a homeless man in the 
Sacramento, Calif., public library. 

More libraries are hiring security to ease librarians’ concerns about their safe- 
ty and that of their customers, Needham said. But libraries need not become 
fortresses, he said. 

“The whole idea is free and open access tc information,” Needham said. 
“When we start seeing barriers at libraries like we see at convenience. stores, 
we’ re totally destroying the mission of the institution.”

BYU gets grant to develop 
hand-held radiation detector

BYU and a Utah corporation 
received a federal grant to develop a 
radiation-detecting device for use by 
the federal government. 

The device, called a dual signal neu- 
tron spectrometer, is intended to be a 
hand-held detector of live nuclear 
weapons, said Gary Jensen, a BYU 
professor working on the project. 

Although BYU was awarded the 
patent, the technology was licensed to 
Mission Support Incorporated, the 
Utah-based corporation that solicited 
the federal grant, Jensen said. 

MSI received an $873,000 research 
and development contract. from the 
government, according to information 
released by Utah’s Department of 
Community and Economic 
Development. 

Jensen and J.B. Czirr, an MSI 
employee, have worked together over 
the past 14 years to develop the pro- 
posed device, Jensen said. 

Jensen said the device will be a way 
of identifying people smuggling plu- 
tonium and would be useful for those 
inspecting deliveries that cross 
national borders. 

“If you’re a border guard at the Iraqi 
border and a truck drives through 
with a load of packages, you would 
be able to go into the truck and 
inspect,” Jensen said. 

Jensen said such an inspection with — 
current technology would be extreme- 
ly cumbersome. 

Czirr said the device could help in 
other areas of international relations. 

“Photogenics is developing a detec- 
tor which will provide accurate detec- 
tion of small quantities of nuclear 
materials,” Czirr said. “This system 
provides for treaty verification and is 
intended to minimize false alarms.” 

MSI President David B. Merrill

“The French Commander in Bosnia 
told me that there is a large variety of 
fatigues at the United Nations from 
those footing the bill to those supply- 
ing soldiers,” Cardenas said. “Nations 
are fed up being humiliated by those 
people who they were supposed to 
protect.” 

Although the situation in the United 
Nations is not yet “rosy,” Cardenas 
said hopes are high again about what 
the United Nations can do after its 
success in Cambodia. 

In Cambodia, the United Nations 
not only had to stop the war, but also 
reorganize the state, rebuild the coun- 
try, run elections, and negotiate with 
other countries, he said. 

“It’s not enough to have troops on 
the ground,” he said. “The United 
Nations must be committed to resolv- 
ing the crisis.” 

A tool the United Nations requires is 
preventative diplomacy, Cardenas 
said. 

“Before sending two to three thou- 
sand troops, we should send two to 
three qualified diplomats,” he said. 

Preventative diplomacy will come 
from the academic community. Every 
U.N. ambassador has nationalistic 
pride and is limited in the types of 
proposals they can make, he said. 

“Tt hope I can provoke the academic 
community to inject us. with new 
ideas,” he said. “There’s no better 
place than a law school to share my 
experiences.”

Rape awareness forum 
to inform Y students

In response to recent reports of 
attempted rape both on and off cam- 


pus, the Student Advisory Council 


will sponsor a rape awareness forum 
today. 

The forum’s featured speakers are 
Laura Amerine, director of the Center 
for Women and Children in Crisis, 
and Denise Madsen, volunteer coordi- 
nator for the center. The speakers will 
attempt to dispel the myths and give 
accurate information about rape at 11 
a.m. in 2084 JKHB. 

“We need to see that victims get 
support from the community,” said 
Madsen. “Society tends to blame the 
victims to minimize their own anxi- 
ety, and that’s just wrong.” 

Amerine said she plans to shock 
people by using statistics like that of 
one in every eight women will be 
raped in their lifetime. 

“We want people to know that the 
center deals with all issues because 
the majority of rapes are done by 
acquaintances,” she said. 

Men need to know the important 


role they play in a issues, Madsen — 


said. 
“T plan to hit the guys pretty hard,” 


she said. “I’m going to let them know’ 


there are things they can do to prevent 
rape.” 

The Center employs over 200 vol- 
unteers on its rape crisis team, and 
many of them are BYU students, said 
Madsen. ‘Volunteers undergo over 40 
hours of intense training to learn 
about how victims behave as a result 
of victimization, she added. A team of 
two volunteers is always available to 
assist rape victims and their signifi- 
cant others in whatever areas they 
need, Madsen said. 

Jared Scott, one of six executive 
directors of BYUSA, organized the 
forum, he said because of the recent

“There’s a general feeling that rape 


is something we hush up at BYU,” 


Scott said. “With the forum, we hope 
to tell students that it’s really happen- 
ing to their peers, and it could happen 
to you.” 

Gwyn Murphy, a SAC representa- 
tive from the Nursing Department, 
said she feels Provo’s relatively low 
crime rate encourages a false sense of 
security among students. Signs of this 
complacency, she said, include ten- 
dencies to walk home alone, even at 
night, or failure to lock apartment 
doors. 

“If people dispel these issues, it will 
come out later,” Madsen said. “It’s 
not uncommon for us to get calls from 
people who were raped five, ten, fif- 
teen years ago whose problems are 
now affecting their marriages.”

In 1990, the United States produced 185 million tons of solid waste, otherwise 
’ know as garbage. According to G. Tyler Miller in his book, “Living in the 
Environment,” this garbage would “fill a bumper to bumper convoy of garbage 
trucks that would encircle the earth almost six times.” 

Most Americans don’t feel personally responsible for the vast amount of garbage 
produced each year, but a typical American (BYU student) in a 70-year-life cycle 
will throw away 46 metric tons of garbage, only 13 percent of vo will probably 
be recycled. 

A majority of the garbage BYU students throw away can be raided If students 
would just recycle newspapers, magazines, white paper, plastic bags and aluminum 
cans they could make a dent in the garbage wall. 

~ It would not even take an extreme effort to recycle these items because BYU has 

- bins for them on campus. Would it be too hard for students to bring their garbage 
up to campus once a week? There are a variety of large recycling bins at the JKHB 
loading dock and by the north side of the testing center. 

Hauling around ‘trash may not be convenient, but our natural resources will not 
wait until it is convenient to save them. 

The fact that in 1992, 3.1 tons of aluminum were recycled through BYU’s pro- 
gram confirms that many students are recycling, but the amount of aluminum recy- 
cled dropped to 2.9 tons in 1993. This could indicate students are becoming. less 
involved in the program. Hopefully, this isn’t true and the amount of aluminum 
recycled will increase this year. 

Before throwing an aluminum can away, students and faculty may want to 
remember that American consumers and industry throw away enough aluminum to 
rebuild an entire air fleet every three months. 

Recycling saves recourses and money. It is the only way to save our planet. 
Students and faculty should take the opportunity this environmental week to learn 
more about recycling and the environment from the booths on campus, then make a 
commitment to pitch in.

Health plan challenged 


To the Editor: 

In response to Richard Roddington’s letter on 
March first, I'd like to clarify a few points 
regarding socialized medicine and the Clinton 
plan. Comparing socialized medicine to com- 
munity fire protection and police protection is 
not wise. There’s more to health care than call- 
ing 911. My wife and I have each spent time 
and received medical attention (if you can call 
it ‘‘attention”) in different countries where 
socialized medicine has been Lenton 
Let’s look at a few facts: 

What are the incentives for doctors in a 
socialized setting? Their patients are obligated 
to come to them. 

There is no worry about losing panielts due 
to low quality or rushed work. Salaries and 
overhead are guaranteed by the government. 

Their employment is guaranteed, because 
with the ready availability of “free” medical 
care, there is nothing to restrict people from 
going to the doctor scratched knees and stuffy 
noses, and we're going to need a lot of doctors 
for all those noses. Why does this not sound 
good to me? 

How important is it for doctors to be courte- 
ous to.us when we visit them? In a free enter- 
prise system, rude doctors quickly lose 
patients to more pleasant doctors. 

Doctors in the United States who give hasty 
diagnoses or write out prescriptions before 
examining the patients (like many socialized 
doctors we encountered in Britain and Japan) 
quickly become regarded as quacks and lose 
patients to more meticulous doctors. 

Doctors who charge exorbitant prices quickly 
lose patients to reasonable doctors. In general, 
this tends to lead doctors to find balance in 
their practice — efficiency combined with 
diagnostic accuracy and caring brings in the 
crowds. . 

Bureaucracy costs a lot of our money and is

slow. In the state of Illinois, where my father 
is a self-employed dentist, insurance compa- 
nies are required by law to pay doctors within 
30 days for services rendered. The state of 
Illinois provides its own health care plan for 
state employees, but pays for services rendered 
anywhere from 6 to 8 months after they are 
provided. Every year in February, the state 
runs out of money to pay the bills for its 
employees that my dad treats. 

Doctors are simply not paid between 
February and the start of the next fiscal year in 
July. The bureaucratic red tape associated with 
getting paid for treatment under the existing 


governmental public aid programs is dizzying. 


Government coverage is not capable of 
promptly and fairly paying health care profes- 
sionals. 

Britain’s socialized medicine program owns 
a limited number of kidney dialysis units. The 
government there has decided that patients 
over 50 years old are ineligible to receive dial- 
ysis. How old are your parents? 

When the health care system in your area is 
designed. to handle 1000 appendectomies each 
month, you don’t want to be number 1200. 
Widely publicized in the media are the mini- 
mum health care limits provided by the 
Clinton plan. Less publicized are the maxi- 
mum health care limits that will also be 
imposed. 

In Britain, if you want to receive better 
health care or want to, receive treatment above 
and beyond governmental limits, you go to a 
private practitioner or private distributor of 
medical supplies. 

This is not an option under the Clinton plan. 
We'll eat what Hilary i is serving for dinner, or 
we won't eat. 

Why are there such heavy fines and prison 
terms incorporated into the Clinton Care plan 
for graft and bribery associated with request- 
ing nealth care above and beyond the limits? 
Is it possible that the government is anticipat- 
ing inadequacy and dissatisfaction? 

Is it possible that they are anticipating our 
seeing more apparent value in the lives of our 
elderly and newborns than the system will see? 

Centralized fire protection works well. Can 
you imagine three competing fire companiés 
all fighting for a spigot on the fire hydrant? 
Could you imagine getting three separate bills 
from the three companies that came to give 
their professional opinion on your house fire? 

Decentralizing police protection sounds like 
an even more interesting proposition. I can just 
see the television advertisements now— 
“When you see a prowler, who are you going 
to call? When you’re being violently assaulted, 
make sure your neighbors know to call 
CrimeBusters Incorporated. We know: crimi- 
nals.”

Children top concern

The article on Feb 24, “Utah House considers 
child-protection bill,” was inaccurate and hap- 
hazardly addressed. The people interviewed, 
with the exception of Leslie Kumatzu, showed 
incomplete knowledge about how child protec- 
tion services are performed in Utah, and 
specifically Utah County. 

Children aren’t removed from their homes on 
a whim, they are removed only if they are in 
imminent danger. . 

That is, when the child is subjected to cir- 
cumstances, conditions or persons in the 
immediate environment that could be life 
threatening to the child and the person posing 
a threat to the child’s life cannot be removed 
from the immediate environment. 

In physically removing a child from the 
home, the Child Protection Services worker is 
required by law to be accompanied by a law 
enforcement officer. 

The police officer must agree the child is in 
imminent danger, and the officer is actually 
the authority who physically and legally 
removes the child from the custody of the par- 
ents, not the CPS worker as erroneously stated 
in the article. 

The only legal authority that can remove a 
child from. the parents is the judiciary of the 
court. 

The article portrays CPS workers as unedu- 
cated, non-caring individuals who relish in the 
removal of children from their parents. 

The workers in Utah County are dedicated, 
hard working, compassionate people who 
work long hours to make sure our children are

We had a lot more variety 
of activities, which appealed to a lot 
of people,” she said. 


Sallie Larsen, coordinator for stu- . 


dent leadership development, shared 
Kajunju’s feeling of success. 

“We were thrilled with the success 
of the activities. The programs were 
well-planned, there was good atten- 
dance and I think the visiting speakers 
had a positive experience at BYU,” 
Larsen said. 

BYUSA will definitely be sponsor- 
ing these activities in the future, she 
said. 

The purpose of the BYUSA-spon- 
sored events was to celebrate the con- 
tributions of African-Americans in 
the United States and to educate peo- 
ple about those contributions, Kajunju 
said. 

Kajunju said she felt the activities, 
particularly the speakers, met the 


objectives of celebrating and educat-. . 


ing. 

One speaker, Charles Beady, a prin- 
cipal of. an all-black boarding school 
in Mississippi, particularly impressed 
Kajunju. 

“I felt really blessed to hear what 
Beady had to say,” Kajunju said. “He 


helped me to see how important it is: 


for people to receive a good educa- 
tion. 

“The students at his school have 
been given dignity by learning about 
the real contributions African- 
Americans have made in this country. 
Education has helped those students 
to see that the negative images and 
portrayals of African-Americans are 
just not right,” she said. 

Most of the misunderstandings and 
misconceptions about African- 
Americans and the black culture stem 
from ignorance not animosity, 
Kajunju said. 

“T have had only positive experi- 
ences here at BYU as a black student. 
I have seen some instances: where 
some hurtful things have been said or 
done, but I don’t think those instances 
happened out of hate or bad feelings,” 
she said. 

Kajunju said she feels most people 


at BYU are genuinely interested in © 


learning. about the black culture: and 
that exposure to her culture is the best 
way to educate. 

“A lot of students at BYU haven’t 
had very many associations with 
African-Americans. For many, this 
may be the first time they have ever 
had a friendship with a black person,” 
she said. 

Kajunju said although misconcep- 
tions about African-Americans still 
abound. at BYU, it is getting better. 

“Thank goodness for new genera- 
tions that can bring about a change in 
the way people think and the way 
they perceive others,” Kajunju said. 

“The younger generations have had 


very different experiences than their | 


parents or grandparents,” she said.

Any delay getting the talks back on 
track heightens the risk that “crazies” 
on both sides would strike again, 
Rabin said hours before Monday’s 
violence. 

Rabin said later: “The terrible mas- 
sacre and .the atmosphere of 
vengeance in the. Arab world have 
created a difficult reality which oblig- 
ates us to make immediate and hard 
decisions.” 


The Palestinians were shot to death 


in Hebron, where the Feb. 25 mosque 
massacre took place, after an army 
jeep was stoned near the town’s 
Israeli: headquarters. 

Four other Arabs were wounded in 


clashes after the Israelis lifted a 10- 
day-old curfew to allow townspeople 
to buy food. 

The killings raised to 29 the toll in 
the aftermath of the mosque slaugh- 
ter, in which 30 Muslims were 
gunned down by a Jewish settler as 
they prayed. 

Other clashes were reported 
Monday in Bethlehem, where troops 
fired tear gas to break up a demon- 
stration at the university. 

In the Gaza Strip, Associated Press 
photographer John Gaps III, a 35- 
year-old American, was shot in the 
leg by an Israeli army sniper. 

“There were no rocks being thrown 
or anything,” Gaps said from his hos- 
pital bed. 

“IT was taking pictures of him, and 
then I saw him draw down and I knew 
he was going to shoot.”

BYU tuition 
to experience 
$70 increase

BYU will experience a 6.4 percent 

tuition increase next fall, which is 2.4 
percent higher than the Consumer 

Price Index, a basic measure of infla- 
tion nationwide on goods and ser- 
vices. 

The University of Utah’s increase is 
expected to coincide with the index at 
4 percent, and Utah State’s tuition is 
increasing by 7 percent. 

The tuition increases at BYU aver- 
age about $40 per year. Tuition for 
next fall.is $70 higher than last year 

and $270 higher than the 1989-1990 
school year. 

The increases are based on an esti- 
mate of costs the University thinks the 
students can handle, said Brent 
Harker, BYU public communications, 
“It is the cost of running a classroom 
that drives up tuition. As those costs 
go up, we increase tuition.” 

Increases at BYU are higher than 
the Consumer Price Index; that is the 
case in private universities across the 
nation, Harker said. 

' “If you compare in dollars, we have 
‘among the lowest tuition in the coun- 
eainy ae 

The tuition at private institutions is 
typically much higher throughout the 
nation, but BYU compares to public 
institutions in Utah, Harker said. 

Harker said BYU is in the New 
York Times best buys in American 
colleges and is listed in Money maga- 
zine’s best buys near the top. 

Tuition money at BYU goes into a 
fund covering only the instructional 
portion of the University. The faculty, 
administrative and staff salaries are 
the biggest users of this fund because 
they go on yearly, Harker said. 
Maintenance takes the next biggest 
portion of the money. Construction of 
the buildings is separately covered by 
the Church. 

Tom Stringham, president of associ- 
ated students at the University of 
Utah, said the U of U is based on a 
tuition and fee formula. A team of 10 
people establish the target. If the team 
is within the target, their increase is 
the minimum, which is the Consumer 
Price Index. 

If they are below the target, the 
increase is up to three points above: 
the index. 

“A four percent increase is too much 
because the state is very fiscally 
healthy. Students should not have 
been given a new tax, which is essen- 
tially what this is,” Stringham said. 

Tuition money is supposed to go 
toward student services and faculty 
compensation, said Harker. The 
regional recommendation is that stu- 
dents are supposed to pay 33 percent 
of the cost of instruction, but students 
are paying 40 percent. 

“Urgent student support money 
should go directly to student services 
and the state should compensate the 
professors,” Stringham said. “The 
better professors we have, the better 
education we'll get. We want them to 
be paid handsomely, yet not at the 
cost of student services.” 

The 7 percent tuition increase at 
Utah State came from the Utah State 

“Board of Regents, who determined 
that is the percentage according to the 
formula, said Dr. Richard Jacobs from 
the budget office at Utah State. 

Tuition for 15 hours at Utah State 
costs $632 per quarter, or $1896 per 
year. Tuition in 1988 cost $1380 for a 

full year. Jacobs said a good portion 
of the tuition increase is used for 
urgent student services. The remain- 
der of the money goes into a general 
fund.

amendment will have no effect 
whatsoever on how the land is 
developed.” 

The mayor warned the city coun- 
cil when they considered the rezon- 
ing the first time that hesitance may 
cause the city to lose the hotel. 

“Such a large hotel would have 
had a large impact on the neighbor- 
hood,” said Alan Parkinson, a BYU 
mechanical engineering professor 
who lives in the Riverbottom area. 

Stewart said there is no doubt the 
hotel would have had an impact on 
Provo — the same impact the 
University Mall would have had if 
Provo had not turned the contrac- 
tors to the Orem site. 

The council debated that a large 
hotel would have less impact on the 
area than a shopping-center, which 
is what the land is zoned for. 

“A majority of the council passed 
this legislation with a sincere belief 
that Riverbottom residents would 
be less impacted by an exceptional

than a large, strip mall shopping- 
center,” said Provo City Council 
Chairman David Rail. 

“Despite the fact that the property 
is currently zoned for a shopping 
center, many people believed that if 
the council had voted for a support 
zone with a 55-foot restriction, it 
would somehow have forced the 
owners to develop a smaller hotel 
rather than the shopping center.”
